ODITUARY.

Hev, Jereminh Shindel.

Rev. Jeremish Shindel, an able and infln-
ential minister of the Lutheran Church, died
at Allentown, Lehigh county, Pa., on Satur-
day last, in the «ith year of his age. The
decensed was the eldest son of Roev, John
Peter Bhindel, formerly of S8unbury, Va. He
was born at Lebanon, Pa., and in his youth
had selected the printing trade as his calling,
to which he was apprenticed at Harrisbarg,
Subsequently, however, he studied theology
under bis fatber, and was licensed to preach
the gospel by the Pennsylvania Synod,
Rev. Dr. Demme ofiiciating. His first
pastorate  was  in Colambia  county,
Pa., where he preached from 1830
to 1838, He then removed to Lohigh county,
near Allentown, where he served a number
of Lutheran congregations, with marked ac-
ceptance, for a period of twenty-two years,
organizing a number of churches. In the
year 18559 hLe was elected a member of the
State Benate from the district composed of
Lehigh and Northampton counties, serving a
term of three years, In the spring of 1562
he accepted the position of chaplain of the
100th Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers,
serving for two years under (fenerals
Shields and Banks in the Shenandoah
Valley. He returned home, and in
186G accepted a call to congregatious in
Li,'kens Valley, Dauphin county, where he
lubored until four months ago, when he be.
came disabled by sickness. He then came to
Allentown, where he died, and where, on
Wednesday last, his remains were committed
to their kiudred dust in the presence of a vast
concourse of friends and admirers. Rey,
Jereminh Shindel was a highly-gifted divine,
a natural orator, and possessed elements of
strength and popularity possessed by but few.
